ROK Told to 
Lift Japan 
Trade Ban 


SEOUL (UPI)—American offi- 
cials here advised the Republic 
of Korea Government to lift its 
ban on trade with Japan be- 
cause it is hurting South Ko- 
ream economy, % was reliably 
learned Friday 


Authoritative sources said the 
advice was made at a meeting 
between high. ROK Government 
and U.S. Embassy officials. 

Sources said those who attend- 
ed the meeting were the ROK 
Foreign, Finance, Reconstruc- 
tion, Commerce and Industry 
ministers and Foreign Vice Min- 
ister for the Korean side and 
Deputy American Embassy 
Chief Sam Gilstrap, Councelor 
Edward Cronk and Acting U.S. 
Aid Mission Chief Lowell Chaw- 
ner for the American side. 

Following a 70-minute meet- 
ing at the State Council room, 
Reconstruction Minister Shin 
Hyun Hwak said the officials 
discussed matters concerning 
American military aid to Korea, 
including the ROK refusal to 
buy Japanese goods with the 
aid funds and rising prices. 

He said the Koreans asked 
the U.S. to release in advance 
' $100 million out of the new fiscal 
year’s ald funds for Korea even 
before formal appropriations 
approval is given so that Korea 
can im consumer goods and 
promptly curb rising prices. 

However, sources said the 
Americans advised the ROK the 
lifting of the trade ban was one 
of the solutions. But the Ko- 
Treans insisted that diplomatic 
settlement with Japan should

The two Japanese fishing 
boats, Chosel Maru No. 38 and 
Fuku Maru No. 27, were captur- 
ed near the Rhee Line early yes- 
terday morning.

The seizure was one of the 
topics at an informal session of 
the Japan-Korea normalization 
talks in Tokyo yesterday. 

The Japanese delegation pro 
tested against the seizure of the 
two fishing boats, saying that 
such an “outrageous” action 
would hamper the current nego- 
tiations in Tokyo. 

ROK Ambassador Yiu Tai Ha, 
refuting the Japanese accusa- 
tion, said he believed the seizure 
was a retaliatory action against 
the dispatch by Japan of two 
“self-defense” ships to the Rhee 
Line area. The Japanese action, 
he said, “has irritated his coun- 

en.” 

Another topic discussed con- 
cerned mutual repatriation of 
Japanese and Korean detainees. 

The meeting was attended by 
Chief Delegate Renzo Sawada 
and Yujiro Iseki, chief of the 
Foreign Office Asian Affairs 


Bureau. Representing South Ko- 


rea were Chief Delegate Huh 
Chung and Yiu. 

Another plenary session is 
scheduled for next week. 

The seizure of the two boats 
brings the number of boats 
South Korea has seized since 
the beginning of the year to 
eight. 

A spokesman for the Maritime 
Safety said the two 
captured boats had ignored a 
warning issued Thursday night 
by the agency to all Japanese 
fishing boats operating near the 
Rhee Line, 

He also conceded that the 
privately hired lookout ships 
might have prompted the Re 
publie of Korea to take stiffer 
action against Japanese boats in 
the area. 

According to the spokesman, 
six Maritime Safety Agency 

trol boats in the area had 

m alerted against a possible 
“offensive” by ROK patrol 
boats. 

One of them, the Yoshino, re- 
ported that ROK patrol boats 
converged on Cheju Island 
Thursday and one of them 
left for the “Rhee Line” area 
the same night. 

The agency said all Japanese 
fishing boats in the area were 
accordingly warned to suspend 
operations and seek safer 
waters. 

The two captured boats, it 
said, ignored this warning and 
continued fishing for 10 hours 
when they were seized by the 
ROK shore patrol.

Foremost Nose of U.S. Cast 
In Stone Mold for Posterity 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Amer- 
jica’s foremost nose has been of- 
fered America’s foremost mu- 
seum. 

The nose, of course, belongs 
to comedian Jimmy Durante. 

For the benefit of the Smith- 
sonian Institution, Jimmy stuck 
it in a mold Wednesday. It 
made quite an impression. 


But officials of the Smithso- 
nian indicated in Washington 
they are unlikely to display the 
cast, contending it has no par- 
ticular place in the museum. 

The idea was hatched by a 
press agent, Joe Bleeden. What 
ecoulc be a more fitting sub- 
ject for a monument, he won- 
dered, than a monumental nose? 

So he phoned the Smithsonian 
Inatitute in Washington, and 
offered to furnish an exact re 
plica of the nose for use as an 
exhibit. Bieeden said Dr. Mar- 
shall Newman of the institu- 
tion's 


told him: 

“While this is certainly dif- 
ferent, it is. very definitely a 
part of Americana.” 

A cast of synthetic stone was 
made of the nose. It later will 
be covered with a bronze spray. 
The whole works will 
mounted on a bronze plaque. 

Durante was astonished by 
the stone nose—which, standing 
by itself, looked about twice the 
size of the original. 3 

But he seemed pleased by the 
prospect of having it exhibited. 

Durante’s nose, incidentally, 
was measured for the first time 
during the molding operation. 
It's 77 millimeters, or a little 
more than three inches, from 
the superior (top) to the in- 
ferior (bottom). It's nearly four 
inches from one nostril to the 
other, going over the bridge. 

Said Durante: 


“It'll overshadow everything 
else in the joint (place).” __

A Pan American World Air- 
ways Boeing 707 Intercontinent- 
al jet airliner arrived in Tokyo 
from Seattle yesterday evening 
on a proving flight to herald the 
commercial jet age across 
Pacific. - 

The giant plane piloted hy 
Capt. Donald Kinkell, chief pilot 
of PAA’s Pacific-Alaska Division, 
landed at Tokyo International 
Airport at 707 pm. via 
Anchorage in preparation for 
the opening of the first trans- 
Pacific jet route Sept. 5. It 
made the trip in 8 hours and 9 
minutes. 


Ca Gordon Maxwell, PAA 
Pacific-Alaska Division manag- 
er, headed the 24 crew men and 
34 U.S. Government officials and 
PAA staff members aboard the 
flight. 


E. E. Swofford, former re 
gional director for Japan-Korea 
Okinawa, PAA, who was in To 
kyo for five years until 1957, 
Was among the arrivals. He is 


PAA’s trans-Pacific jet service 
will cut present travel time in 
half. PAA will operate three 
flights a week initially, increas- 
ing it to four Sept. 22. 

PAA will continue its present 
DC7C flights. . 

The first trans-Pacific jet air- 
liner with paying passengers 
is scheduled to arrive in Tokyo 
at 8:20 p.m. Sept. 6, by way of 
Honolulu and Wake Island. 


The first departure from To- 
kyo for the U.S. is scheduled to 
leave ‘Tokyo International Air- 
port for San Francisco at 11 
a.m. Sept. 7. . 


PAA will start the first Grea 
Circle route between Tokyo and 
San Francisco-Los Angeles Nov.

The Philippine Navy rush 
the patrol vessel Bohol to the 
area to help the fishing boat 
Antonio the 12th seek more sur- 
vivors.

The message said the bottom 
of the ship was leaking and that 
water was coming in “very 
strong.” It said the strong 
wind and the strong speed of 
drift also threatened to sink the 
vessel. 

A motor boat capsized Thurs- 
day in the southern Luzon area 
in strong winds believed kicked 
up by Typhoon Iris (No. 8) but 
the 14 persons aboard were 
rescued. 


With 100 on Board 


TAIPEI (AP)—Warnings 
possible side effects 
were issued in Taiwan Friday 
as Typhon Iris (No. 8) churn- 
ed toward Luzon in the Philip- 
pines. A weather report at 
noon said the typhoon packed 
winds near the center of 98 
miles an hour. The typhoon 
was eliptical in shape, with a 
radius of 50 miles to the west 
and 100 miles to the east. It 
was moving at the rate of nine 
miles an hour.

Foreign Minister Alichiro 
Fujiyama has elected five mem- 
bers of the Japanese delegation 
to the 14th United Nations Gen- 
eral Assembly opening in New 
York Sept. 15, it was disclosed 
yesterday. 

Foreign Office sources said 
Ambassador to the United Na- 
tions Koto Matsudaira would be 
appointed as the chief delegate. 


The four other delegates will 
be Miss Taki Fujita, chairman 
of the Japan Women Voters’ 
League, Minister to the United 
Nations Masayoshi Kakitsubo, 
Ambassador to 
Yosano, 
Denmark Keiichi Tatsuke. 


Fujiyama is expected to at- 
tend only in the capacity of the 
foreign ‘minister of a member 


It is believed he has decided 
not to lead the delegation him- 
self this year because of a num- 
ber of unsolved matters of 
major importance at home, the 
foremost of them being the 
revision of the Japan-U.S. 
Security Treaty. 


The Foreign Minister is sched- 
uled to leave Tokyo for New 
York Sept. 13. 


Official appointment of the 
five members of the delegation 
will be made next week after 
the selection has been cleared 
with the Cabinet. 

Foreign Office sources said 
last night that major topics at 
the coming U.N. session are ex- 
pected to be the Laos issue, the 
planned French nuclear test in 
the Sahara and the Algerian 
problem. 

The same sources said Japan 
would have no objection in 
principle to debates on the Laos 
question and the French nu- 
clear test if they are discussed 
from the standpoint of prevent- 
ing the development of the 
dispute and of outlawing nu- 
clear tests, respectively. 

However, they said, Japan is 
expected to oppose debates on 
these issues if they are discuss- 
ed in such a manner as to en- 
able Communist countries to 
capitalize on them. 

They expressed misgivings 
that Japan might face a dilem- 
ma as a member of the Afro- 
Asian group and as one of the 
Free World countries as was the 
case with the Middle East prob- 
lem. 

One of the important prob- 
lems Japan should accomplish 
at the U.N. session would be to 
gain membership in the Eco- 
nomic and Social Council, ac-

cording to these sources. 

Japan's nonpermanent mem- 
bership in the U.N. Security 
Council is scheduled to expire 
at the end of the year and Ja- 
pan has already made clear its 
intention to run for member- 
ship in the Economic and Social 
Council. 

The seat is scheduled to be 
contested by Japan and India, 

Ambassador Matsudaira earli- 
er announced his candidacy for 
the vice chairmanship of the 
coming general assembly. 

It is held almost certain that 
he will be elected to one of the 
13 vice chairman seats. 


Socialists Ask

Other problems which the 
Socialists should be taken 
up in the Diet included emer- 
gency measures against typhoon 
and flood damages, Prime Min- 
ister Nobusuke Kishi’s report 
on his overseas trip, the Gov- 
ernment’s foreign policy, re 
parations talks with South 
Vietnam and economic pros- 
pects especially for the coal 
and other industries that are in 
a slump. 

Later, Shiina and Kenji Fuku- 
naga, chairman of the Liberal- 
Democratic Party’s Diet Policy 
Committee, conferred with Kishi 
at the Prime Minister’s official 
residence and agreed to convene 
the extraordinary Diet at an 
early date if it is necessary to 
take prompt action for rehabi- 
litation of damages caused by 
typhoons.

More Economic Aid Urged 
By Tories for S.E. Asia 


The Libera]l-Democratic Party 
yesterday urged larger econo 
mic aids for Southeast Asian 
countries to promote closer eco- 
nomic ties with them. 

Former Finance . Minister 
Hisato Ichimada, now chairman 
of the special committee for 
overseas economic cooperation, 
will make a 20-day tour of 
Southeast Asia to confer with 
local leaders on the implemen- 
tation of Japanese économic 
plans. 

The economic policy, studied 
by the special committee since 
July, was approved yesterday 
by the Policy Council of the 
ruling party. 

The basic policy recognizes 
that world economy tends to 
lean toward freer currency con- 
vertibility and trade, and 
predicts a shift from the cold 
war to peaceful competition. 

As a result, the policy state- 
ment says, scientific and eco- 
nomic competition will become 
keener, bringing such a revolu- 
change to the world 
economic structure that no na-

tion of the world would be able 
'to remain economically 
pendent. 


As for Communist infiltra- 
tion, the possibility of intensifi- 
ed Communist economic offen- 
sive in underdeveloped areas, 
particularly in Southeast Asia, 
was noted in the policy state. 
ment. 

Since Southeast Asians are 
looking forward to economic 
cooperation from outside, the

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Premature Rocket 
Blast Spoils Test 


WASHINGTON (AP)—An es- 
cape rocket fired prematurely 
Friday and wrecked an attempt 
to test rescue methods for the 
men who will make the first 
space flights. 

The blast sent a full-size 
space capsule into the surf off 
the U.S. National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration's test 
station on Wallops Island on the 
Virginia eastern shore. . 

NASA said the premature fir- 
ing occurred 20 minutes before 
the capsule was’ to have been 
launched by firing of the main 
propulsion engine. 

The rocket that blew off 
ahead of time was one intend- 
ed to kick the capsule free from 
the main rocket in the event of 
emergency. 

The capsule was to have been 
launched to great height by a 
Little Joe booster rocket at 10:20 
a.m. 

At the top of its flight the 
escape rocket was to have been 
fired for test purposes. 

NASA said there were no in- 
juries. 

The launch area had been 
cleared of all personnel about 10 


inde-| minutes before the ignition of 


the escape rocket. 


Capsule Not Found 

WASHINGTON (AP)—An- 
other attempt to recover a cap- 
sule ejected from a U.S. satel- 
lite apparently failed Thursday. 

The Defense Department an- 
nounced that a capsule was 
ejected successfully from the 
orbiting Discoverer VI at 5:27 
p.m. as planned but that no 
signals were received from the 
capsule after the ejection.

Creation of the association is 
scheduled to be discussed at the 
coming general meeting of the 
International Monetary Fund 
CMF). 

According to the MITI pe 
the company, to be called either 
the Southeast Asia Development 
Co. or the Overseas Economic 
Cooperation Co., will be set up 
during next fiscal year. 

Finance Ministry authorities 
said there is no need for Japan 
to establish a new company for 
overseas investments because it 
has various economic coopera- 
tion arrangements with foreign 
nations. 

The arrangements include ex- 
tension of credits, export of 
goods through the deferred pay- 
ment formula, cooperation with 
the Colombo Plan and technical 
assistance given through the 
U.S. Economic Commission for 
Asia and the Far 
(ECAFE). 

They said Japan has also 
made noncommercial invest- 
ments in overseas enterprises 
through the Japan Export-Im- 
port Bank. They cited the cases 
of the Brazil Usiminas Iron and 
Steel Co. and tlie Alaska Lum- 
per and Pulp Co. 

The Finance Ministry author- 
ities said overseas investments 
so far have not necessarily 
achieved the desired results, 

As these investments already 
amount to a relatively large 
sum as compared with Japan's 
economic power, they said, Ja- 
pan should now review their 
operations with a view to gain- 
ing better results.

WASHINGTON—It may seem 
a long way between Nixon's 
conversations with Khrushchev 
in Moscow and the conference 
of Pan American foreign minis- 
ters at Santiago, Chile, but 
there’s an important connection 
between them just the game. 
‘In Moseow, Khrushchev com- 
plained to Nixon that the Unit- 
ed States had ringed Russia 
with a bulwark of military bases 
which were a threat to peace.

soap. The rest is accounted 
for by contributions from pre- 
fectural Mothers Conferences 
and member organizations (wo- 
men’s organizations and labor 
unions), as well as by the pro- 
ceeds from ads in the organ 
paper Hahaoya Shimbun 
(Mothers Newspaper). 

No Stopping Them 

“You men simply cannot un- 
derstand how we can make 
money from these small things 
—tenugui, soap, brooches and 
so forth,” one official of the 
Mothers Conference said trium- 
phantly. 

The participants in the cur- 
rent three-day conference are 
asked to pay ¥50 a day. If there 
are 10,000 of them, these par- 
ticipation fees alone add up to 
¥ 1,500,000. 

How can an ordinary house- 
wife leave her home for three 
days and give up ¥150 besides? 
The explanation quoting “the 
remarkable understanding and 
cooperation of husbands mani- 
fested recently” is not quite con- 
vincing. But no doubt some of 
the labor unions like Sohyo and 
the Japan Teachers Union take 
care of the fees their members 
pay as participants. 

It seems that there is nothing 
much the Government party 


of can do immediately, although it 


considers the Mothers Confer- 
ence to be under the sway of 
international communism. Who 
dares stop these women selling 
small things to voice their “pro- 
gressive” ideas? If someone 
does that, the action might 
seem too much like a challenge 
to woman voters and the entire 
womanhood of this country.

Banks do not usually em- 
loy those whose father is dead 
and have been brought up by 
a working mother. Executives 
think that such youths become 
easy prey to material tempta- 
tion. This is a slander on 
honest youths. 

Business firms hesitate to em- 
ploy girls who must financially 
become the mainstay of the fam- 
ily, because such girls are apt 
to stay longer in the job and 
naturally their pay must be rais- 
ed annually. Therefore they 

er to employ young girls at 
wer pay. 

Department stores pick girls 
whose parents are comfortably 
off so that the employes can 
spend all their earnings on 
clothes. It is an accepted fact 
that these stores send their per- 
sonnel to find out in what kind 
of location and houses the ap- 
licants live before making a 

1 decision. 

Good looks, of course, means 
a great deal, particularly in jobs 
where employes must come into 
contact with customers. 

Usually daughters of welloff 
families have no difficulty in 
finding employment. Often they 
get jobs through pull and need 
not go through the painful ex- 
amination. 

There is something in 
this employment system. In a 
country where jobs are scarce 
those who really need them 
should be given priority when 
they prove themselves qualified 
for the job. If the sons and 
daughters of widowed mothers 
or orphans are not accepted on 
their own merit, what can they 
do to better themselves? 

This kind of social discrimi- 
nation will make youths of un- 
derprivileged families disillu- 
sioned and desperate. The pro- 
vision in the Constitution gua- 
ranteeing equal opportunity for 
employment is meaningless if 
such discrimination is tolerated 
by the public.
